The meeting of the Democratic state 


committee at the Hoffman house law 
night did not break np till 3 o'clock this 
morning. The only recorded result was 
the nopolntment of a committee to wait 
upon Thacher to ascertain his willingness 
or the contrary to stand upon the Buffalo 
platform in tbe entirety. A majority of 
this committee oppose Thachor's candi- 
dacy. 


Thto forenoon the np-town hotel corri- 


dors were packed with members of the 
committee and political hangers-on dls* 
ens sing the situation. 
From members of 


the committee it is learned Hill in oppos- 
)•; the motion to demand Thacher's re. 
tirrment made "a piteous appeal to tbe 
Tammany men, reminding them that 
when he was governor he gave the organ- 
isation everything it wanted, and asked 
If Tammany would go back on him in his 
extremity. 


Tammany men are obdurate, however, 


except they consented to compromise 
their resolution for the purpose, it is be- 
lieved this afternoon of Memlng to yield 
something to their former ally, Hill. At 
Tammany headquartnrs this morning, 
pity and contempt was expressed 'or 
Thacher, but plenty of animosity was also 
displayed toward Hill. A man who talked 
with Sheeban, Tammany's leader, said it 
would come out all right but by/ what 
manner of politics Tammany could be re- 
conciled to Thacber did not appear, but 
be said Sheehan had certainly changed 
bis tone toward Thacher. 


Senator Hill said to an Associated Press 


reporter today: "The final outcome of 
the meeting of the state committee last 
night was a victory for those who are 
anxious to preserve the state organization, 
no matter what divisions may occur on 
nat onal issues. It was a victory for those 
who believe a man is not a good party 
man unless te swallows everything 
or 
cannot stand upon a platform 


unless he endorses every statement un- 
qualifiedly. The committee appointed to 
call nponTbacher is for no other purpose 
than to notify him that he is the party's 
nominee." 


The situation seems to be that Hall 


carries the committee but may find 
trouble on account of Thacher.

A MINISTER'S VIEWS. 


Haw North Adams and Vicinity Strikes 


His Speculation. 


SANDISFIELD, Sept. 15,1S96. 


BDITOK TBANBCRIPT:—Having returned 


from a visit to my previous home in your 
section of Berkshire county 1 am strongly 
urged in niy mind to present to your 
readers a number of impressions received 
while there, and present several compar- 
isons, which may be helpful or suggestive. 


Although a resident of Florida for fonr 


years, and fully alive to its life-giving, 
health-restoring, and bracing and invigor- 
ating atmospere of my own experience 
and testing; going there an invalid, carry- 
ing forward a vigorous and aggressive 
pastoral work, and retiring froi» nob 
pastorate physically strong, it never oc- 
curred to my mind with such force as it 
has since residing in this section, of the 
county that a great opportunity was open 
to the people of North Adams and the 
adjoining towns, and it behooves them 
"to go up and possess the land." 


The hills and valleys of Southern Berk- 


shire are dotted thickly with summer 
residences and country mats, here in 
Sandisfleld there are a number of such 
homes, and,we are 12 to 11 miles from the 
railroad, 5 and 6 hours from New York by 
rail, in addition to 3j miles by stages, 
making it a day'* journey from cosmo- 
politan life, still the people come. 


You are in a beautiful region of Berk- 


shire, to my eye far more engaging and 
entrancing, with many more points'of 
interest, and with more direct communi- 
cation, four hours from Boston, five and 
one-half hours from New York, two hours 
from Albany, and facilities in abundance, 
and still I do not know of five homes such 
as I speak of, in your section, other than 
hotels, or regulation boarding houses, I 
may be mistaken, I hope so, but four 
years of missionary work, in and about1 
that section failed to bring them to my 
view, while two month:-,' residence herein 
Sandisfleld opens to view many of them. 


Why is this thus? While residing in 


Florida, I entertained business men and 
clergymen from Boston, who were sur- 
prised, delighted, and captivated by this 
beauty and healtbgiving region, people 
who have visited famous resorts east) 
west and abroad, who assured me they 
never in their experience enjoyed such 
beauties of scenery, with such helpful 
atmosphere, and with so little fatigue, 
asserting that it surpassed even the 
famous mountains of neighboring statea. 
In this age of cables, trolley can, 
and ability to overcome any grade, to 
traverse space, and overcome obstacle*; 
*n this county with state roads and privi i 
leges, it is really wicked, it is at least very 
wrong, to permit wealth to allow invalids 
to travel away, to spend and be spent, in 
search of what nature has bestowed with 
such prodigality upon Northern Berk* 
shire. New is the time to consider tn 
prepare, to plan for and attract the atten- 
tion of those, who annually start forth 
from crowded cities, the bustling metrop- 
olis, in search of rest, quiet and health. 


One more impression received and I wil 


close. I was surprised to find people so 
politically 
alive, "politics are hot," 


never to my view so hot, and the trend is 
all one way. Our farmers are not de. 
luded by that specious (specie) hum- 
bog, free silver, silver inflation, not 
in their pockets, oh, no! tbe absence of 
tbe sheep that once dotted our hillsides 
speaks loudly, wool at 11 to 17 cents, some 
difference between that and the 32 cents 
of Republican tariff, and it touches, so it 
in McKinley and tbe tariff, and they don't 
intend to trust to a chance silver dollan 
the wool is not to be pulled over their 
nyen again. 


Not only farmers are awake, but at a 


religious convention attended loot week, 
a speaker chanced to apeak of the sturdy 
New England homes, and his own In 
Vermont, and how nobly they stood for 
the right, no free silver (free for the 
other fellow) and .there was a burst of 
applause, which was a surprise even to 
tbe speaker. It is only a straw, butit 
shown how the wind is blowing. 1 could 
give other instances met during my 
week's travel, but will not take your 
space. Thanking yon In advance, I am 
yours for righteouness in life and politic* 
too.

SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 


The State Convention to be Held at North- 


ampton This Year., 


The State Sunday School association of 


Massachusetts is an interdenominational 
organization including the 
Protestant 


Evangelical school! of the state, which 
now number 1.915. 


Tbe purpose of the association is to 


bring into cooperation all Sunday-school 
workers for the purpose of mutual help, 
and for improving the quality and in- 
creasing the quantity of work clone in the 
state. 


At tbe annual convention held last year 


in Fall River action was taken looking 
toward elevating the grade of work and 
the introduction of new and approved 
methods in the conduct of the schools. 


The several sub-committees to which 


were intrusted the various lines of work 
have, by personal attention and super- 
vision, and through the work of the state 
secretaries accomplished much that is 
already bearing fruit. 


Normal class work has been provided 


for, home departments organized and en- 
larged, primary work improved and in- 
creased, Rally Sunday adopted, syste. 
rnatic visitation encouraged, and festival 
and parade features considered. 


The results of these aggressive and 


practical lines of effort arc apparent in 
many parts of the state, and greater in- 
terest is being taken in the Sunday school 
than during the past decade. 


At tbe annual convention to be held this 


year at Northampton, October 6-8, an 
advanced step will be taken. The Sunday 
school will be considered as the greatest 
educational agency of the church, aud 
some of the prominent educators will 
make addresses. While the state associa- 
tion is endeavoring to lift up the Sunday 
school to a higher educational standard 
the distinctively religious and spiritual 
character of the work will be fully 
maintained.

ENGLAND'S CREDIT. 


IT AMAZED LI HUNG CHANG WHEN HE 


WAS IN LONDON. 
' 


Found ta« Bunk of Unwind Had • Capital 


Terr Small Compared With It< Credit. 
Stable Currency System Gives It Strength. 
A London Banker Tells What Free Sll- 
Ter Will Bring to Vi. 


•When Li Hnng Chanc visited the 


Bank of England, that wiudowless, fort- 
like building in Threadneedle street, 
nothing HO much astonished him as the 
assurance that the capital stock was 
only £14,500,000 and the reserve but 
£3,100,000. Then to be infoiBjed that 
this foundation bank of the world is not 
a national or government bank, bat is 
the establishment of a .private company 
that is not even under governmental 
supervision, quite nonplused for e lit- 
tle time the sagacious but bluntly in- 
quisitive Celestial envoy. Recognizing 
the fact that England IB the counting 
house cf the civilized world, that almost 
all of the banking of London leans upoa 
or is directly related to this house, and 
knowing that the bank and its branches 
have £41,700,000 gold and silver coin 
and bullion in addition to tho govern- 
ment deposits, aud that the bank has in 
circulation from £25,000,000 to £40,- 
000,000 notes or bank bills, it is not 
surprising that the representative of a 
hard pushed silver using country should 
be aghast at the idea of such stupendous 
business being engineered on a capital 
basis of only £14,600,000. 
So I said to 


a banker to whom I was talking the 
next day, "I think Li Hang Chang's 
amazement was wholly justified." 


"To a certain extent it was," said the 


banker. ' 'That is to say, no man used 
to the methods of a nation with an un- 
stable currency can be expected to grasp 
at once tho character of a financial sys- 
tem that hns the exactness of a science. 
But there really is nothing astonishing 
about it. Tho great secret of national 
success, of governmental security in 
these days, is universal confidence ill 
the financial solidity of that country. 


"England has been firmly fixed on a 


gold basis'for so long a time that her 
credit throughout the commercial world 
is absolutely established. 


"With free coinage of silver at IB to 


1 adopted iu America, every silver mine 
with an ounce of ore left in it would be 
worked to its fullest capacity, and you 
•would have silver dollars as plentiful 
as oak loaves, and just about as valua- 
ble. It is absurd tosny that the increase 
of prices would have tho effect of forc- 
ing silver up to a parity with gold when 
the silver is debased to but the moiety 
of its bullion value. On tho contrary, 
the effect of this radical change in finan- 
cial policy would be to place the United 
States in a most disadvantageous rela- 
tion to the European nations of first 
class commercial power. It is only the 
grossest ignorance of the state of inter- 
national commerce and finance that per- 
mits any one to contend that any coun- 
try is sufficient unto itself in these days. 
One of the candidates—is his name 
Bryan?—is reported to have said some- 
thing about mankind being nailed to a 
cross of gold. Now, do you know that 
phrase mongering is usually the em- 
ployment, if not the evidence, of a fanci- 
ful as distinguished from a rational 
mind? (By the way, so many of your 
politicians are ingenious orators, and &o 
few of them are tolerable financiers.) 
Well, your silvente orator should bear 
in mind this irrefutable fact, that a 
Round, honest and limited financial basis 
has invariably been the foundation of 
great national prosperity and the ad- 
vance of civilization. Nothing is more 
necessary to tho internal prosperity ol a 
nation nowadays than the universal 
trust which unfaltering financial integ- 
rity alone can insure. 
1 'The trouble is you have been having 


a carnival of speculative excesses for 80 
years, and yoi. ar" now experiencing the 
economic readjustment. 
You flnd on 


looking around that a few meu are dig- 
pi., portio'iately rich and still grasping 
for ;jore, and tnnt a gr:^t many are 
wrejchedly ijoprovISent -*id dismally 
poer. Now your financial system has 
netting to -Jo with this state oi ,'tfairs. 
The same results wou'd havo corco 
a'jout il your currer-oy had bern shingle 
nails and mulberry leaver Bvery new 
and resourceful country has ifo upper 
millstone of shrewd, clear headed, en- 
terprising men ind its nether millstone 
of dull, plodding, yearning but incapa- 
ble humanity, and it is tbrt.-ibli the 
friction between these two that 
the 


mixed conditions of good and evil, pov- 
erty and wealth, intelligence and Ig- 
norance come into and continue in the 
social organism. The curse of America 
is not the gold standa. 3, for that has 
really been the chief secur;ty of the 
country for a good many years, as there 
will be opportunity to prove. It isn't 
your money that needs reftrmation; it's 
your pace. There is an impending crisis 
in American affairs, but it has got to 
be met calmly, rationally, deliberately. 
If reckless demagogy or ignorant enthu- 
siasm precipitates a radical change of 
financial policy as the result of the fall 
ilection, the United States will find it- 
self standing very soon jnst where it 
stood at the close of the war of tho re- 
bellion, with everything to begin anew 
on the wrecks of the old.

Foreign countries and shrewd business

Modb» Under Falne'TretenBe*—One of Brr* 


•m'l Statements Correet* 


The criticisms which Mr. Bryan mads 


in his speech at Milwaukee on Saturday 
of the government bond issues of the 
last three years, although they were ex- 
aggerated and unfair, were, neverthe- 
less, to a certain extent justified by the 
false representations made by President 
{JFsveland. Mr. Cleveland has insisted 
over and over again that these bond 
issues were required for nothing bnt tha 
replenishment of the treasury gold -e- 
serve, and that, except f or redeeming in 
gold the legal tender notes, no bonds 
need have bsen sold. The fact is that 
the bonds were sold la.^ly to meet a 
deficiency ru tbo revenues, and but for 
that deCoi«ncy would have been neces- 
cary only to a small amount. 


The ifK.es began in February, 18S4, 


and the last one was made last Febru- 
ary and the mouths following.

It is evident that, if the legal tenders 


redeemed in gold since Feb. 1, 1894, 
bad not been paid out to meet current 
expenses, they would still be in the 
treasury; so that the total amount of 
gold and legal tenders at this moment 
would eqnnl the amount on hand Feb. 
1, 1894, with the proceeds of the gold 
received for bonds added. Instead of 
that there is a deficiency of $148,927,- 
149. 


When, therefore, Mr."Bryan, follow- 


ing Mr. Cleveland, asserts that .the bond 
issues have been made exclusively in 
order to maintain gold payments, he re- 
peals a lie which Mr. Cleveland first 
put in circulation, but which is a lio 
none the less. 


As for the onerous terms upon whioh 


the $62,000,000 of bonds were sold a 
year ago to the Morgan-Belmout syndi- 
cate, it was a blunder aud not a crime. 
Mr. Cleveland, iu hii ignorance of 
financial laws, thought that the bonds 
must be sold for gold brought from 
Europe, not seeing that it made no 
difference 
whence 
the 
gold came. 


Whether it \vas first drawn out of the 
treasury with legal tenders and, then 
paid in for tlie bonds, or whether it was 
first paid in and then drawn out, it came 
to the same thing in tlio end. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the $65,000,000 of gold.for 
which Mr. Cleveland paid a premium 
of (8,000,000 lasted only six months, 
and then another bond issue was re- 
quired.—New York Sun.

The Russian Ruler} and the Czari- 


na Quests of Queen Victoria. 


AFFECTMATE GBEETISG OS ARRIVAL 


Extraordinary Arrangements for the 


8afet) of tbe Imperial Couple While 


in Xngland—Gnarded by Secret 


Police and Deteetlves. 


liallatcr, Sept. 23.—The special train 


which conveyed the czar and czarina 
from Leith arrived here at 7 o'clock 
last evening. The railway station was 
brilliantly illuminated by means of 
electric lights and the scene presented 
vias a handsome one. A large crowd 
gathered, people from all the surround- 
ing country having come to the town 
in order to get a view of their Russian 
majesties, the Princess of Wales and 
the other members of the imperial 
party. The Duke and Duchess of York 
and the Duke of Cambridge were at the 
station to welcome the czar and czar- 
ina. 
The latter affectionately kissed 


the duchess, and the salutation was 
heartily returned. The famous Black 
Watch regiment WES present as a 
guard of honor, and the regimental 
band played the Russian and British 
anthems while the party were at the 
station. 
After greetings had been 


exchanged the entire party entered 
the royal carriages each of which was 
drawn by four houses jnd escorted by 
a detachment of dragoons, started for 
Balmoral. The crowd cheered lustily 
as the paaty drove away. When their 
majesties entered the royal demesne 
they were met by the queen's servants, 
wearing kilts and bearing lochaber 
axe* and torches. The scene was most 
ttrikiog andtpicturesqne as the party 
were conducted alcng the heavily 
n ooded avenue leading to the main en- 
trance of the queen's highland resi- 
dence. Here ber majesty, surrounded 
by a gronji of royalties, received her 
quests 
Affectionate greetings were 


exchanged and short conversations 
wore indulged in, after which the im- 
perial guests were escorted to the 
apartn.ents set aside for their use. At 
9 oclocl{ there was a grand family 
dinner, given at the castle. 


To Prevent Assassination, 


The extraordinary 
arrangements 


lAade to assure safety for the czar on 
his arrival caused much comment. As 
the imperial yachts entered the Firth 
of Porth the harbor was 
full of 


tiwrchant vessel* from all parts of the 
world. The precautions taken afloat 
for the protection of their majesties 
were unprecedented in naval annals. 
Picketboati, steam launches and tor- 
pedo boats of the smaller class, from 
the warships Majestic, Magnificent and 
Resolution, each commanded by a 
lieutenant, formed a complete net 
around the Buisian imperial yachts in 
order, ostensibly, to prevent the shore 
boat* from crowding about the Stand- 
ard, but, in reality, to prevent any pos- 
sibility of an attempt to commit a 
lynamite or other outrage.
